In making the rejection, the Examiner stafes that the Bac clone of Guru etf al.^,,, 
(whichls'depostted in Genbank as Accession No. AC000134) "comprises a genpmic.. 
sequence which encodes a protein comprising the sequence of SEQ ID NQ:2 r ." 
(underlining added). However, the preamble andpart (a) of claim 4 effectively recite "An. t 
isolated nucleic acid molecule consisting of a nucleotide sequence that encodes a protein. , 
comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:2." Thus, although the Bac clone of 
Guru et al. may comprise a genomic sequence which encodes a protein comprising the

sequence of SEQ IDNO-.2, it clearly dp^2fit congigtof such a genomic sequence. . 
Moreover, thesis no suggestion that a molecule consisting of a nucleic acid sequence 
which encoles aprotein comprising the sequence of SEQ ID NO:2 should be separated ; 
from the larger Bac sequence. -
